in new business start-ups? 

“Could we further discuss how to 
boost tourism, which plays such an 
important part in the economy of my 
South Thanet constituency?” 

Mr Prisk agreed with the idea. 

He said: “The honorable lady, if I 
may say so, is a very good advocate - 
possibly even a champion - of tourism 
and so forth. 

“I would be more than happy to 
meet my honorable friend and her col¬ 


leagues. It is important to recognise 
some of the special problems in partic¬ 
ular locations, and start-ups are cru¬ 
cial in that respect.” 

Ms Sandys explained her reasons 
for asking the question after the 
House of Commons session. 

She said: “I want to ensure that min¬ 
isters across all departments under¬ 
stand the particular characteristics of, 
and challenges, facing seaside towns. 

“While our constituencies might be 
only a few miles from quite prosper¬ 
ous parts of the country, many of our 
seaside towns face very different chal¬ 
lenges and often have a much lower

The 10:10 Lighter Later campaign 
suggests a three-year trial in which 
the clocks in Great Britain shift for¬ 
ward by an hour throughout the year, 
- to GMT+1 in winter and GMT+2 in 
summer. 

Single Double Summer Time was 
used during the Second World War. 

Deal With It coordinator Rosemary 
Rechter, said: “The idea is simple. We 
would still put the clocks forward in 
spring and back in autumn, but we 
would have moved an hour of day¬ 
light from the morning to the 
evening, when more of us are awake 
to enjoy it. 

“In doing so we reduce our carbon 
footprint and our energy bills.” 


Drop in for mental health-care 


A PIONEERING medical service is 
providing a blueprint to tackle 
mental-health issues across the UK. 

Dover residents have been able to 
seek help and advice from mental 
health-care professionals since a 
drop-in service started in the town - 
the first of its kind in Kent. 

Sessions at the Gateway centre in 
Castle Street on Friday mornings are 
led by Sally Castle, right, and Mike 
Stephenson, members of the local 
community mental health-care team. 

Anybody worried about their men¬ 
tal health, or that of a friend or loved 
one, is welcome to turn up at the 
Gateway between 9.30am and 
11.30am on Fridays to talk in confi¬ 
dence with them. 

Ms Castle said: “The sessions are 
non-medical and relaxed to enable 
people to discuss their concerns with

us confidentially and without stigma. 

“Mental illness covers many 
things, including the common condi¬ 
tions of stress and depression.” 

The service is now being studied by 
other medical-care experts in the UK. 

Its success has led to Kent and 


Medway Partnership NHS Trust, 
which provides mental health-care 
services in the county, to consider 
setting up a similar service in the 
Deal area over the next few months. 

Mr Stephenson said: “Just having a 
chance to discuss their fears and to 
be reassured makes a lot of differ¬ 
ence for many, but there is plenty of 
help for those who need more. 

“We can signpost people to the 
right part of our service to help them 
through a difficult time in their 
lives. 

“From a professional’s point of 
view, a drop-in service is an ideal way 
of reaching people at an early stage 
of crisis and helping them find a 
resolution quickly.” 

It is calculated nationally that one 
in four people will have a mental 
illness at some stage in their lives. 
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Fishermen left high and 
dry by reduced quotas

FISHERMEN fear that they will be 
forced to stay in port for the rest of 
the year unless the Government can 
secure an increase in their quota. 

Owners of boats along the coast that are 
under 10 metres long say the amount of fish 
they are now allowed to catch in the North Sea 
is not enough to survive. 

They say their skate quota has ended and ex¬ 
pect their Dover sole allowance to finish soon. 

The EU has promised to reform the system in 
2011 - but the fishermen say that by then it 
could be too late. 

A recent meeting saw Euro MP Catherine 
Bearder put the case for the small boats to the 
EU and she said this was “the first step 
towards rebalancing this unfairness”. 

Paul Joy of the Fishermen’s Protection 
Society agreed that that the meetings were of 
value, but many think it is too late. 

Kent has some 100 fishing boats and the 
annual catch is worth about £2 million. 

Folkestone has one of the highest amounts of 
fish landed in tonnage, with Ramsgate the 
highest figure in monetary value. 

Restaurants, particularly in Deal, Hythe and 
Sandwich, pride themselves on serving fresh 
fish. 

Fisherman Brian Hughes said: “Any EU 
action is too late - we will be out of business.” 

Restaurants and cafes that offer fresh fish are 
also annoyed at the ruling, which they say will 
hit the tourist trade as freshly-caught fish is no 
longer available. 


Phil Edwards says he relies on Dover sole to 
make a living and fears he will not be allowed 
to catch the species until next year. 

He said: “We started off the year with a quota 
of a tonne a month - then that was reduced to 
500kg a month and now it is going to be 
stopped completely. 

‘We ran out of our skate quota last month. We 
were still allowed to catch sole, but there was so 
much skate in the sea you couldn’t get away 
from it. We were having hauls where we were 
throwing five boxes of skate back over the side. 

“There’s not enough in the pot to keep the 
small boats going.” 

In previous years when smaller fishermen 
have come to the end of one particular quota 
the Government has traded another quota to 


increase their allowance. Fisheries minister 
Richard Benyon said: We are doing all that we 
can to make sure that we can [continue] swap¬ 
ping quotas to keep them going in the short 
term. 

“In the long term what we need is a complete 
reforming of the Common Fisheries Policy.” 

EU commissioner Maria Damanaki said: “A 
reform is currently being prepared and will be 
presented in the course of 2011. 

“I am convinced that we can move to sustain¬ 
able fishing and I am also convinced that we 
can do it in a way which allows our fishermen 
and their families to make a decent living from 
their activity and which will bring a more prof¬ 
itable fishing industry for our coastal regions 
throughout Europe.” 


Criminal-damage 
figures show rise 

FOUR men have been arrested after the 
theft of a large amount of diesel from 
Sandwich industrial estate in May. 

The men, from Essex, are on police bail 
facing charges of theft and going 
equipped to steal fuel. 

Between April and the first week of 
June a total of 78 crimes was committed 
in the area - compared with 57 last year. 

There were two fewer burglaries to 
homes and one less vehicle crime. But 
criminal damage incidents increased by 
18 and handling up by eight. 

In his report to town councillors, PC 
Ian Woodland said: “Criminal damage is 
the trend we need to concentrate on, but 
at least ten of those offences were part of 
a one-off incident, where graffiti was 
sprayed on property.” 

Police have received complaints about 
a noisy generator along The Quay. 
Officers have passed the information to 
Dover District Council’s health officers 
to tackle. 

Statue a tribute 
to revolutionary 

A STATUE of revolutionary thinker 
Thomas Paine, who lived in Sandwich 
has been unveiled - in Lewes, East 
Sussex. 

The figure of the “father of the 
American revolution” that now stands 
outside the town’s library was created by 
local sculptor Marcus Cornish. 

Paine lived in Lewes for six years in 
the 18th century, when he developed his 
political ideas. But he also lived in 
Sandwich, where his house is a popular 
landmark 

In 1774, the exciseman left Lewes for 
America and was propelled on to the 
world stage. 

His writings are still used in the polit¬ 
ical arena and were quoted by President 
Barack Obama in his inaugural address.

If you experience symptoms such 
as breathlessness, chest pain, confu¬ 
sion, dizziness, weakness or cramps 
that get worse or linger, go to your 
nearest accident-and-emergency site 
or phone 999. 



THE Met Office is warning that tem¬ 
peratures of more than 30°C by day 
and 15°C by night are to be expected 
by people on the Channel coast in 
the coming days. 

The heatwave can affect anyone, 
but some groups are at a higher risk 
of serious harm, including the very 
young, older people and those who 
are suffering serious illnesses. 

The heat can multiply and worsen 
heart and respiratory problems. In 
extreme cases, excess heat could lead 
to strokes, which can be fatal. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent’s 
deputy director of public health, 
Andrew Scott-Clark, said: “While we 
all want to enjoy the hot weather, we 
must make sure we protect our¬ 
selves in the sun. 

“Make sure you wear plenty of 
sun-screen that is at least factor 30. 
Use it generously and apply regular¬ 
ly to get the right amount of protec¬ 
tion - you should also wear sun¬ 
glasses and a hat to cover up, partic¬ 
ularly between 11am and 3pm, 
when the sun is at its hottest.”

THOUSANDS flocked to the 
Kent County Show at the week¬ 
end to enjoy a three-day celebra¬ 
tion of the very best of the Garden 
of England. 

Prize-winning animals, food and drink, and 
the latest in farming technology were all on 
display at the Detling showground during the 
county’s biggest annual event. 

Young farmers displayed livestock amid 
much talk about what lies ahead for the agri¬ 
culture industry. 

Changes in the traditional way of life for land 
workers were plain to see, from modem trac¬ 
tors to mobile horseshoe makers working from 
the back of a van. Farrier Phil Dunmall, from 
Yalding, said: “We change with the times. 
There’s no longer a forge in every village. We 
come to those who need us.” 

The only complaint from visitors was about 
the traffic congestion, with some reportedly 
taking two hours to get out of the car park, 
while all traffic on leaving the arena was rout¬ 
ed to the M2 roundabout which has several 
sets of traffic lights, causing further delays. 
Why Farming Matters was the 
theme of the event, highlighting 
the importance of agri¬ 
culture to the economy. 

Farmers emphasised 
how their work was of 
continuing importance to 
the prosperity of rural 
Kent. 

Sonia Purchese breeds 
Hereford cattle at her 
farm in Bossingham, 
between Folkestone and 
Canterbury. 

She said: “Farming and 
agriculture is at the 
heart of Kent. It has been 
a way of life in the coun¬ 
ty for centuries and even 
in these difficult times 
provides jobs and a 
future for many. 

“The cattle we breed | 
are in quite short supply 
and we sell our pedigree 
animals across the UK, 
ensuring stocks continue to 
thrive. Agriculture is such a 
valuable resource to the county.” 

Teacher Francesca Rice is based at the 
North School, Ashford, which runs its own 
farm. “It gives the pupils the chance to learn of

The eco-village empha¬ 
sised how environmental¬ 
ly friendly techniques can 
help the countiyside to be 
preserved as well as 
resources exploited in a 
sustainable manner. 

It included food, chil¬ 
dren’s toys, as well as 
solar and wind-powered 
technologies.

She said: “While a lot of 
farmers wouldn’t neces¬ 
sarily call themselves green, 
they do understand how the 
land needs to be used properly 
and protected.”

GURKHA soldiers have been help¬ 
ing clear a road that will connect 
impoverished parts of Afghanistan 
with a commercial centre. 

Insurgent intimidation of villagers, impro¬ 
vised explosive devices and insurgent attacks 
have failed to halt progress as the Folkestone- 
based soldiers and the local community work 
together to clear the route for a major road - 
known as Route Trident. 

Situated in Southern Nahr-e-Saraj in 
Helmand Province, the village of Walizi is on 
the route that links the provincial capital at 
Lashkar Gah to the economic hub at Gereshk 
and falls under the operational area of B 
Company, 1st Battalion Royal Gurkha Rifles. 

The Coldstream Guards oversaw the con¬ 
struction of the first seven kilometres during 
Phase 1 of Route Trident before they left in 
April. 

Now the Gurkhas are carrying on with Phase 
2, which will see them provide protection to the 
Royal Engineers as the road is driven south, 
bringing freedom of movement and trade to the 
local population. 

The dilapidated state of the old road means 
the journey for traffic takes hours. The ultimate 


plan is to have a tarmac road, but in the mean¬ 
time the construction will provide a firm and 
safe surface which will drastically reduce jour¬ 
ney times. 

The road is being solidly constructed using 
carpet-like membranes, tough plastic neo-cells 
and high-quality aggregates and stone. It will 
hold together well despite heavy vehicles and 
harsh weather conditions. Local people are 
being employed to carry out some of the work 


which brings cash into the local economy. 

Local taxi drivers have supported the devel¬ 
opment as they see their journeys becoming 
easier. 

The Commander of Task Force Helmand, 
Brigadier Richard Felton, visited the Gurkhas 
and inspected progress. 

He said: “Route Trident is a perfect example 
of how we’re extending governance by improv¬ 
ing freedom of movement.”

What is your role at the brewery? 


A Officially, I am company secretary and a 
director.

What is your favorite tipple and why? 


A Gadd’s No 3 because it’s a beer I can enjoy 
at the end of the day with my husband 
Eddie over dinner, when the children are 
finally in bed. If I’m feeling nostalgic, I’ll have 
a Dogbolter and be transported back to the 
Flounder And Firkin in Holloway Road, 
Islington, where Eddie and I met. 

Does location inspire your beer in any way? 

A East Kent has definitely influenced the 
beers. Many have nautical themes and the 
summer seasonals are brewed to be drunk 
beside the seaside. The beers are Eddie’s as he 
has the ideas and develops recipes, but I know 


he’s proud of Thanet, and our brewery is 
named after the town in which it was bom. 

Q Why do you think people should have a pint of Gadd's 
rather than other beers? 

A Beer is like food in that you can taste the 
effort, care and attention that went into 
making a good pint. Staff at the brewery are 
passionate and dedicated to producing quality 
ale. With our wide selection, chances are you 
can find something that tickles your taste 
buds. The next reason I would hope people 
would drink our beers is the local angle. We 
use Kent hops, supporting the local economy. 

You've won so many awards, is it still an honour? 

A Always, as it’s recognition of the quality we 
strive for.

What can we expect in the coming years? 


A More weird and wonderful brews, I hope. 

Eddie is the driving force on where we go 
next. I’m the boring one doing the paperwork 
and telling him how much he can spend. 

What do you enjoy most about your job? 

A The many compliments we receive from 
people who have tried and liked our beer. 

What interests do you have away from work? 

A We have two children, Summer, nine, and 
Stanley, five, who tie up a lot of my spare 
time. I help to run the Ramsgate branch of 
Woodcraft Folk, a national organisation that, 
in its own words, is “an educational movement 
for children and young people which aims to 
develop self-confidence and activity in society, 
with the aim of building a world based on 
equality, friendship, peace and cooperation”.

Cuts put schools 
under threat 

PLANS to redevelop school sites in 
Shepway hang in the balance after the 
Government announced savage cuts to 
its £55billion rebuilding programme. 

Seven schools in the district remain 
under threat of having their projects 
scrapped, after the announcement by 
Education Secretary Michael Gove in 
the Commons last week. 

Those in Folkestone affected include 
Pent Valley, Harvey Grammar and the 
Folkestone School for Girls. The Brook 
Education Centre, a pupil referral unit 
in Parkfield Road, has also been hit. 

The proposed move of special schools 
Highview in Folkestone and Foxwood in 
Hythe to the Brockhill Park site in 
Saltwood is also under threat. 

'Disappointed' 

Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter said he was “enormously disap¬ 
pointed” at the news but would look at 
how the authority could still receive 
funding in future. 

“We need time to take stock of our posi¬ 
tion and reflect on the announcement,” 
he said. 

“I would like to see all the people 
involved coming together to talk about 
innovative ways of revitalising secondary 
schools. We stand ready to offer any assis¬ 
tance to the Government’s review panel.” 

Shepway MP Damian Collins has writ¬ 
ten to the schools affected and said the 
“best possible case” will be made to the 
Government about which projects 
should go forward: 

“It is important to note that the whole 
programme is being reviewed by the 
Government to see how it can be made 
more efficient, and less expensive.” 


A SHORT story competition being 
held to celebrate the works of HG 
Wells has failed to attract even one 
entry - despite the £1,000 prize. 

Budding young writers were invited to send 
in their short stories to Reginald Tumill, a for¬ 
mer BBC aerospace correspondent who inter¬ 
viewed Wells as a young reporter, creating a 
picture of contemporary life in Kent. 

But due to what Mr Tumill now believes 
were too strict mles, he has had to change the 
entry conditions. 

The 94-year-old said: “I wanted people to 
write the stories by hand as a condition of entry 
to address the low standard of literacy and 
handwriting these days. 

“It’s an important art in itself and many of 
our most famous authors find that’s the best 
way to do creative writing. 

“I also wanted the stories to reflect life in 
2010 so they would interest readers in 2110, in 
the way that HG Wells’ stories do. 

“My aim in offering the £1,000 prize was to get 
people to mimic what HG Wells did in the 1900s.”

Mr Tumill said last year’s HG Wells competi¬ 
tion entries consisted mostly of sci-fi: “Last year 
there were plenty of entries, because the com¬ 
petition was open to writers of all ages and sto¬ 
ries could include science fiction depicting 
ghastly invasions of our everyday lives by all 
sorts of nameless horrors,” he said. 

“This year there is a separate £250 prize for 
writers aged over 25, and those entries are com¬ 
ing in. 

“But I’m afraid for the younger category my 
conditions have proved too difficult for our local 
talent and I will have to water them down.” 

The closing date has been extended and sci-fi 
stories will now be considered. Handwritten sto¬ 
ries will get extra marks, but are not obligatoiy. 

The competition forms part of the HG Wells 
festival in Folkestone, where the author - 
known as the father of science fiction - spent 13 
years of his life. 

Wells was one of the influential writers of the 
20th century, famous for novels including The 
War of the Worlds and The Invisible Man.

He penned many of his works during his time 
in Sandgate, including The History of Mr Polly 
and Kipps, which featured scenes from the area. 

But in 1909, controversy surrounding his 
novel A Modem Utopia led him and his family 
to move to London. 

To celebrate the great author’s works and 
mark the hundred years since he left Sandgate, 
Mr Tumill came up with the idea of an HG 
Wells festival in 2009. 

Part of the event was a short story competi¬ 
tion where a 13-year-old boy from the William 
Harvey Grammar scooped the prize. 

But coming into its second year, the festival - 
which runs from September 17-19 at The Grand 
on the Leas in Folkestone - has been unable to 
attract story entries as it did last year. 

The £1,000 prize is due to be presented by HG 
Wells’ great grandson Prof Dominic Wells. 

Judges include novelist Sandra Howard, the 
wife of former Tory leader Michael Howard. 

The festival will be opened by Alex Wells, 
great, great grandson of HG Wells.

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Hrah flyers lured by academy push

SOME of Kent’s highest achiev¬ 
ing schools seem destined to 
break away from local authority 
control as they push to become 
academies. 

Eleven of those rated “outstanding” by 
Ofsted have already started formal proceed¬ 
ings to become academies, just weeks after 
education secretary Michael Gove invited all 
schools to apply Subject to parliamentary 
approval of the academies bill, the schools 
could change as soon as September. 

Schools converting to academies will be 
given more independence and responsibility, 
despite remaining publicly funded. That 
includes the ability to set their own pay for 
staff, have greater control of budgets and free¬ 
dom from the National Curriculum. 

New figures show 95 schools in Kent and 
nine in Medway have expressed an interest in 
becoming academies. Unlike the Labour acad¬ 
emies policy, which focused on poor-performing 
schools, high-achieving primaries and second¬ 
aries, including grammars, are being encour¬ 
aged by the new Government to convert. 

These schools will be offered a one-off 
£25,000 payment in the form of a conversion 
grant. But County Hall officials and education 
experts don’t like it. A report to be discussed by

Teacher suspensions double in a year 


THE number of teachers suspended from 
classroom duties in Kent has more than dou¬ 
bled in just a year. 

Figures obtained through a Freedom of 
Information Act request to County Hall 
revealed how one teacher a week is being 
suspended from primary and secondary 
schools in Kent. 

In 2008-09, the total for the year was 19, 
but this more than doubled in 2009-10, with 
43 being temporarily taken out of the class¬ 
room. Reasons for suspensions included child 
protection issues, which can range from alle¬ 
gations of verbal abuse, unreasonable force 
against a pupil and, in worst cases, indecent 
assault. 

Almost £300,000 was spent in 2009-10 pro¬ 
viding cover for those suspended, with 
£260,648 the previous year and in 2007-08 - 
where the number of suspended teachers was 
31 - £265,053. The figures did not include 
schools in Medway, which was unable to pro¬ 
vide details. A Kent County Council 
spokesman said the authority made it clear 
schools should avoid suspension wherever 
possible, but sometimes it was unavoidable. 

“Child protection suspensions are neces¬ 
sary when an allegation is made against a 
member of staff,” he said. We need to make 
sure the allegation is fully investigated with¬ 


out the member of staff being at work. 

But teachers’ unions say the majority of 
investigations are later dropped and there 
have been cases of false allegations by pupils. 

Marian Darke, regional secretaiy for the 
National Union of Teachers (NUT), said she 
was surprised by the figures and criticised 
the suspension policy. 

“We believe it is a problem where the ten¬ 
dency is to suspend teachers first, then carry 
out an investigation later,” she said. 

“The vast majority of cases are dropped 
and the allegations unfounded. It seems 
they are guilty until proven innocent.” 

Ms Darke said allegations can be distress¬ 
ing for teachers, which can lead to many not 
returning to the classroom. 

“When it is seen that a member of staff is 
not at school, rumours spread and it makes it 
difficult for teachers to come back, even if 
they are innocent,” she said. “The situation 
needs to be handled better.” 

Of the teachers 43 suspended in 2009-10, 
eight have returned to the school, 18 have 
not and 17 investigations are on-going. 

The KCC spokesman admitted cases were 
often dropped: “Reaching a conclusion that 
an allegation is false is rare, mainly because 
finding proof is difficult. It can often be the 
word of a child against that of a teacher.” 


Communication is key for Kerswell 


KENT County Council needs to improve its 
relationship with the people it serves, says 
the authority’s new group managing director, 
Katherine Kerswell, pictured. 

“I think Kent connects well with residents 
in some aspects but there’s 
always more we can do,” said the 
47-year-old former Northants 
County Council chief, who took 
up her post this month. 

“I want people to feel like we’re 
on their side and to give us the 
benefit of the doubt. No council 
will ever make everyone happy 
but Kent is trying hard to do 
that. Take the pothole situation, 
for instance. There’s been signifi¬ 
cant investment in fixing the 
problem but I’m sure there are 
lots of people who think KCC is doing noth¬ 
ing. But we can’t receive that benefit of the 
doubt just by switching it on. We have to 


build that relationship up, and I don’t think 
that’s ever really been tried in Kent.” 

Mrs Kerswell, who will earn £197,000 a 
year, also warned residents to expect a great 
deal of changes as the authority tackles a 
£200 million funding shortfall. 

“These are challenging times 
for public services,” she said. 
“Now is the opportunity to take 
bold steps regarding what public 
services could look like in the 
future. 

‘We don’t yet know the full 
extent of the binding cuts we will 
have to deal with but we are 
working on ways to become more 
efficient. We will know in the 
autumn where the Government 
thinks the cuts should happen, 
and that’s when we will start talking to resi¬ 
dents and asking for their opinions on how 
things should be done.” 



authority budget that provides for central servic¬ 
es and will receive substantial top-up funding to 
meet additional responsibilities.” 

The report goes on to explain how the 
Government grant reduction from KCC’s budget 
as each school moved from its control was sup¬ 
posed not to leave taxpayers out of pocket, but this 
would not happen. 

“It had previously been assumed the amount 
deducted from Kent’s budget equated to the addi¬ 
tional grant paid to the academy. This is not the 
case. There is therefore an additional cost to the 
public purse, currently met from central govern¬ 
ment funds, for each converting school. On aver¬ 
age, the total paid to an academy is over six times 
the amount deducted from KCC.” 

The report said the policy was not creating a 


“level playing field” for schools. Last month, KCC 
leader Cllr Paul Carter urged head teachers to 
exercise “extreme caution” before agreeing to 
become academies because not enough informa¬ 
tion had been released. 

And Andrew Somers, head of Hartsdown 
Technology College in Margate, said the county 
would have a three-tier system after the scrap¬ 
ping of Building Schools for the Future (BSF) pro¬ 
gramme. 

But independent education adviser Peter Read 
said it had gone further than that. “There will 
actually be four categories - grammars, new BSF 
schools, those that go without and, the fourth, 
academies,” he said. “This means the schools that 
are not grammars, not refurbished, or not acade¬ 
mies, will be at the bottom of the pile.”

Many roles of 
our motorbike 
police teams 


NOT everyone is looking forward 
to the long hot days of summer. 

For the Kent Police motorcycle team it isn’t 
the most comfortable time of year, dressed in 
thick, black, biker’s leathers and crash hel¬ 
mets. 

But comfort isn’t top of their list of priori¬ 
ties - whereas the safety of the public is, 
which means they have to go out in all 
weathers even if they are baking hot in the 
summer and freezing cold in the winter. 

Kent Police has a central motorcycle team 
who are sent to whichever part of the county 
they are needed most and motorcyclists are 
based at stations around Kent. 

Police motorcycles are needed for many 
functions from policing traffic at major 
events to attending road accidents. They are 
able to get through traffic jams quickly to 
provide assistance to those in need. 

Escort 

They are often used to tackle speeding or 
inconsiderate drivers, having both marked 
and unmarked motorbikes which are fitted 
with video recording equipment which can 
later be used in court. 

The motorcycle team sometimes provides 
VIP escorts. In the past they have escorted 
the late Queen Mother to Walmer Castle and 
Prince Charles and Prince Andrew during 
visits to the county. They also escort visiting 
heads of state and if required provide funer¬ 
al escorts to servicemen and women who 
have died serving their country. 

They can also be called on to escort high 
value or abnormal loads. They recently 
escorted lorries carrying turbine blades to a 
wind farm on the Romney Marsh as they 
travelled along the motorway. They are also 
called upon for the fast delivery of forensic 
evidence from crime scenes. 

PC Dave Greenwood, from the central 
motorcycle team, said: “One of our aims is 
also to educate the public regarding driving 
or riding. If we see a motorist who we think 
needs advising about their driving we will 
stop them and offer them advice. This could 
prevent an accident in the future. 

“We have an enforcement role which sees 
us stopping speeding drivers. We also deal 
with drivers who are breaking the law in 
other ways, perhaps driving without insur¬ 
ance or driving dangerously.”

The team works to reduce the number of 
people in the county who are killed or seri¬ 
ously injured in road accidents. It does this 
by tackling speeders, those who are not wear¬ 
ing seat belts, careless or dangerous drivers 
and others who use their mobile phones 
while at the wheel. 

The bikes they use are BMW R1200RTPs 
although the force also has Yamaha 450cc 
Enduro off-road motorbikes for which offi¬ 
cers are given special training to ride. These 
are used to target off-road bikers who are 
causing a nuisance or breaking the law, other 
off-road vehicles and to search large areas of 
the countryside for missing people. 

PC Greenwood said: “We go to areas where 
there have been complaints and stop people 
using off-road vehicles. If they are driving or 
riding illegally we can issue them with a 
warning notice, which means if they are 
caught again we have the power to seize their 
vehicle. We prosecute offenders if they do not 
have valid insurance and are using their vehi¬ 
cles on a road or in a public place. We also give 
safety advice, as these riders are often not 
wearing crash helmets or protective clothing.” 

The motorcycle team also runs a project 
called Bikesafe. This involves officers provid¬ 
ing a one-day training course for motorcyclists, 
giving them tips and advice on safer riding. 



Time for women to become Bishops 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury’s right-hand 
man has welcomed a decision by the Church of 
England’s ruling body to allow the ordination 
of female bishops. 

Bishop of Dover Trevor Willmott - who runs 
the Canterbury diocese in Dr Rowan Williams’ 
absence - was a member of the steering com¬ 
mittee that led discussions during this week’s 
historic meeting of the General Synod. 

He told KOS Media the ordination of female 
bishops was the next logical step following pre¬ 
vious decisions to allow women to become 
priests and deacons. 

“Everyone knows I’m in favour of women 
bishops,” said Bishop Trevor. “But I’m also in 
favour of keeping the Church together, which 
is a difficult task shared by most members of 
the synod. 

“As far as I’m concerned the Christian faith 
says there is no distinction between male and 


female, so God is calling women to share in the 
ministry of the church. 

“It therefore seems right and proper that 
they should be allowed to become bishops, and 
perhaps we should have been clearer on this 
issue when the decisions were made regarding 
female priests and deacons in 1987 and 1992. 

“I always knew it was something we would 
come to eventually, and now we have.” 

The draft law approved by the General 
Synod must now receive the green light from 
the majority of the Church’s 44 dioceses. 

It must then return to the synod and receive a 
two-thirds majority vote, before receiving parlia¬ 
mentary approval and finally the Royal Assent. 

Traditionalist Anglicans who opposed the 
move have been given minimal concessions, 
but leading figures in the Church say it is now 
inevitable that dissatisfied members will 
leave.

KCC was advised of this accident 
but have failed to make any 
contribution to the repairs (up 
to now) the claim is still pending! 

The public are quite aware 
weather conditions caused a lot of 
the pot holes, but constant digging 
up of little pieces of road and the 
contractors doing a shoddy job of 
filling in has also caused many of 
the road problems. 

Most motorists were led to 
believe when Road Tax came about, 
the money would be used for up 
keeping all the roads, when are 
we going to see these results 
especially in Thanet?

Academies widen 
gap between classes 

The move towards academy schools 
will widen the educational gap 
between rich and poor. 

There is no intention to properly 
resource schools in areas with the 
greatest needs under this scheme. 

Under targeted policies, there 
would be far more assurance that 
lessons meet the needs of the chil¬ 
dren and society and assurance 
that children are not cherry-picked 
to make schools look good. 

Education is a basic right and one 
that must be protected, governed 
properly and accountable, not pri¬ 
vatised and made unaccountable. 


The Government’s claim that 
academies are raising standards is 
not proven. 

Covert and overt admissions and 
exclusion practices enable acade¬ 
mies to skew their intakes in 
favour of those from higher-achiev¬ 
ing backgrounds. 

Local authorities can ‘direct’ 
maintained schools to accept spe¬ 
cial needs children but can only 
‘ask’ academies. 

There is also increasing evidence 
of academies excluding more chil¬ 
dren than maintained schools. 
Furthermore, academies are not 
covered by general education law 
which means that their students 
and parents have fewer rights than 
those of schools in the maintained 
sector. 

The sponsoring body of any acad¬ 
emy has the power to appoint the 
majority of governors. Academies 
have high staff turnover rates, and 
staff in academies can be prey to 
discriminatory employment prac¬ 
tices. 

Teachers and support staff work¬ 
ing in academies deserve the same 
protection as those working in the 
maintained sector. 

While Michael Gove as Secretary 
of State for Education is slashing 
the rebuilding of hundreds of 
schools around the country he is 
promising extra money for any 
school that becomes an Academy. 

The divisive nature of this high¬ 
lights our concerns about the ten¬ 
dency towards greater social segre¬ 
gation. 

We are also concerned that the 


Government will use the October 
comprehensive spending review to 
put academies and ‘free’ schools at 
the top of the priority list.

Green MEP selection 
is undemocratic 

At the last election for the European 
Parliament, I voted for the Green 
Party not least because I thought 
Caroline Lucas served the South 
East exceptionally well as an MEP. 

Now that Caroline Lucas has 
been elected as a Westminster MP, 
she has been replaced as our area’s 
Green MEP. There was no by-elec¬ 
tion. Keith Taylor got the position, 
which is notoriously well remuner¬ 
ated, by virtue of having been sec¬ 
ond on the Green List at the last 
European election. 

I have no particular objection to 
Mr Taylor. In fact just about all that 
I know about him is that he was 
Caroline Lucas’ predecessor as 
Green candidate for the 
Westminster constituency of 
Brighton Pavillion. However, if I 
had been allowed to rank the Green 
candidates at the European election 
in order of preference he would not 
have been my second choice, simply 
because there were good candidates 
from Kent lower down the list. 

Steven Campkin of the Green 
Party (letters, July 14) rightly 
objects to the shortcomings of the 
Alternative Vote system which the 
Coalition Government intends to 
offer us in a referendum. But the 


undemocratic way in which our 
Green MEP has just been replaced 
shows that the list system used for 
European Elections is even worse. 

Recent scandals about the 
expenses of Westminster MPs, 
many of them effectively appointed 
by the parties for safe constituen¬ 
cies, show the importance of an 
electoral system that allows voters 
to veto candidates they dislike, for 
whatever reason. This is impossible 
with the system advocated by 
Steven Campkin. 

The Green Party has important 
things to say on the environment 
and related matters, including vital 
economic issues. It is a shame that 
they should put off electors such as 
myself through their misguided 
views on electoral reform.

Hard lesson for those 
involved with BSF 

Headteachers at 28 Kent secondary 
schools, eight special schools 
and four referral centres were 
devastated to learn that plans to 
rebuild their schools under the 
Building Schools for the Future 
programme had been scrapped. 

The vast number of hours spent 
by heads and governors negotiating 
with officials are wasted. The hours 
of planning by staff to develop new 
methods for teaching and learning 
using opportunities created by 
purpose-designed premises will 
be consigned to the scrapheap. 


Some special schools are required 
to admit children with complex 
physical and learning needs, but 
will now find it impossible to cater 
for these unless alternative funding 
can be found. 

Also spare a thought for KCC 
officers who have worked tirelessly 
through the mass of red tape 
imposed on them, to try and ensure 
the best for our schools. 

For the following schools in 
Thanet - Clarendon House 
Grammar, Chatham House 
Grammar, Foreland Special, 
Hartsdown Technology College, 
Hereson, Laleham Gap (Special), 
Northwood Centre, St Anthony’s 
(Special), Stone Bay (Special) and 
Ursuline College; and in Gravesend 
- Gravesend Boys and Girls 
Grammars, Meopham, and St 
George’s CofE, along with Portal 
House (Special) in Dover, the shock 
was so much greater. For in these 
schools building plans have nearly 
all been finalised and construction 
due to begin in the near future. 

They will now have to compete for 
students with the gleaming new 
premises of those schools who have 
benefited from BSF. 

Hartsdown is not alone in Thanet 
in having poor buildings and now 
little prospect of these being eased. 

Eight newer academies already 
operational or in the planning stage 
whose replacement buildings have 
not begun (at an average cost of 
some 40 per cent more than 
mainstream schools), are to have 
any plans reviewed in the summer. 

It would, however, be bizarre 
if many of these were upheld, as 
new academies converting from 
mainstream schools join them on 
an equal basis in September with 
no prospect of new buildings. 

This is a sorry end to a project 
that promised so much, but it 
is important to realise what has 
been achieved. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter 
has taken a personal interest 
in attracting maximum capital 
expenditure to Kent, which 
historically had low levels of 
investment in school buildings. His 
drive and vision means we now 
have new schools worth some half a 
billion pounds, either completed or 
in construction. These include all 
other secondary and special schools 
in Gravesham and Thanet through 
BSF (most of which are close to 
completion), nine academies, and 
six secondary schools built under 
separate PFI funding. 

Parents in many parts of Kent 
will be aware of other major 
investments in new or replacement 
buildings for schools of all types. 

Whatever the future holds, these 
remain and nearly 20 per cent of 
secondary schools will have been 
completely or substantially rebuilt; 
an impressive record of investment. 

Whether this purge was needed 
in full is for others to pronounce on. 
I only know it must be wrong to put 
part of the proceeds towards the 
bribe to persuade mainstream 
schools to become academies, with 
another portion going to start up 
free schools that will often be set 
up to suit self-interest groups who 
have little interest in the education 
of the majority.

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Team has the Hart to 
keep us from danger

A CREW of paramedics trained to 
deliver life-saving treatment at the 
heart of dangerous situations has 
started work in Kent. 

The 40-strong Hazardous Area Response 
Team (HART) will work with other emergency 
services at the centre of major incidents, where 
previously they would have been restricted to 
the sidelines. 

The chief executive of the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust (SECAmb), 
Paul Sutton, said it was a valuable addition. 

“As an emergency service, SECAmb is of 
course already trained and experienced in 
expertly dealing with major incidents, and this 
will continue,” he said. “However, the introduc¬ 
tion of HART enhances that experience and 
capability further still.” 

Traditionally, ambulance crews relied on fire¬ 
fighters to make an area safe before they could 
access what is known as the liot zone’ or inner 
cordon - potentially dangerous situations such 
as fire or chemical threats. 

It meant that paramedics from SECAmb 
were unable to get to patients until it was deemed 
safe. In other cases, ambulance staff had to wait 
for the patients, in some cases needing life-saving 
care, to be brought to them by fire-fighters. 

But following the terror attacks on London 



on July 7, 2005, in which ambulance crews 
were able to work at the centre of the incident 
where there was no contamination, health 
chiefs nationwide began to roll out the HART 
initiative, funded by the Department of Health. 

In Kent, the team of clinicians, who are based 
at Brookfields industrial estate in Ashford, have 
had intensive preparation. 

As well as training in breathing apparatus 
and gas-tight chemical suits, each member of 


the team received lessons in urban search-and- 
rescue and working at heights. 

The crew, who now also form the ambulance 
service’s maritime incident response team, will 
use specialist vehicles, including off-road 4x4s 
and a modem command vehicle. 

Matthew England, SECAmb’s HART manag¬ 
er, said the new team would significantly 
enhance the service at major incidents across 
Kent, Sussex and Surrey. 

“It will allow patients who are trapped, or in 
areas previously deemed unsafe for ambulance 
staff to enter, the opportunity to receive clinical 
care at a much earlier stage than has been pre¬ 
viously possible,” he said. 

“Fire crews will of course still perform their 
vital role, but HART clinicians will be able to 
remove patients from smoke-filled environ¬ 
ments, for example, bringing high-quality care 
to those who urgently require it.” 

When not responding to HART calls, the team 
will provide additional support with two single 
response vehicles and carry out a rigorous 
training schedule. 

Andy Parr, head of emergency preparedness 
at SECAmb, said the initiative would influence 
what happened to many patients involved in 
serious incidents. 

“The SECAmb HART members have been 
working very hard over the past months to 
develop new skills to help in this new, exciting 
and necessary role.” 


Mum and dad 
still pay price 

DEBT-RIDDEN youngsters who depend 
on their parents to bail them out have 
been blamed for an increase in bankrupt¬ 
cy among the over-55s. 

According to the Consumer Credit 
Counselling Service (CCCS), mothers and 
fathers who pay off their children’s stu¬ 
dent loans or help them on to the proper¬ 
ty ladder by providing money for deposits 
are risking insolvency themselves. 

The charity says that 16.1 per cent of 
those who went bankrupt in Kent last 
year were over 55, compared with just 
15.1 per cent nationally. 

Equity release manager Tom Moloney 
said families should seek advice before 
deciding how to tackle large debts: 
“Parents are providing a lot more sup¬ 
port to their children, but in many cases 
this is not manageable and they end up 
in serious financial trouble themselves. 

“Both sides should get expert advice 
first to make sure the resources are there 
to carry the debt.” 

To tackle the rising trend of parents 
going bankrupt, the CCCS has launched 
the subsidiary firm CCCS Equity 
Release to provide free advice to people 
with financial problems. 

Equity release allows homeowners to 
release money from a property worth at 
least £60,000 but is only available for 
over-55s and usually considered only as a 
last resort. 

Mr Moloney said: “You’re never going to 
be able to stop the bank of mum and dad, 
but we’re here to make sure it runs OK.”

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Go wild in the country as you 
forage for food on hotel break

OWNERS of a Kent hotel are 
urging guests to embrace their 
wild side. 

Staff at the acclaimed Wallett’s Court Hotel, 
in St Margarets-at-Cliffe, near Dover, have 
launched a new Hunter and Forager experi¬ 
ence for those who want to delve deeper into 
the countryside. 

The trips will enable guests the chance to get 
an authentic taste of just what is on offer in 
the surrounding area. 

Run by experts Gavin Oakley and Peter 
Kelly, two men with a background in rural 
pursuits, the experience combines two aspects 
of rural life with an interesting day out. 

Typically, guests stay in one of the two well- 
equipped outdoor teepees and are woken by 
the guides early for a day to remember. 

At dawn the pair lead small parties into the 
countryside near Dover to track down and 
hunt game such as rabbits and pigeons. 

Peter, who has represented his country at 
shooting, said: “It’s a very interesting experi¬ 
ence for guests. We teach them how to use the 
guns before actually hunting for food.” 

Once a few specimens have been bagged 
with a 12-bore shotgun, they are taken back to 
the hotel, where you can learn how to cook and 
prepare the food. 

The head chef at Wallett’s Court, Ryan 
Tasker, leads the demonstrations, which in¬ 
clude plucking birds and skinning rabbits, 
before cooking up dishes such as ballotine of 
rabbit with summer white-truffle emulsion. 

After lunch and drinks, Gavin takes over 
and leads out parties to forage for food. 

The range of what is available soon becomes 
clear as the walk winds its way from the hotel, 
heading into the South Foreland valley across 
the stunning coastline, before finishing down 
in St Margaret’s Bay, where more foraging 
takes place in the rock-pools. 

Guests will gather fare such as wild fennel, 
crab apples, wild cabbage, horseradish, sea let¬ 
tuce, sea beet and sea purslane along the way. 

Gavin said: “The food that is available free, 
growing naturally, is often overlooked. It’s sur¬ 
prising what you can find to eat right under 
your noses. The countryside around St 
Margaret’s is full of delicious produce. 



“For me it’s really enjoyable to show people 
just what is here. Growing up in the area, I 
have learned just what can be foraged and 
eaten.” 

As with the hunting part of the day, the food 
that has been collected is then taken back to 
Wallett’s Court for a foragers’ supper, with 
dishes such as sea bream with an olive and 
caper sauce and crushed new potatoes with 
spinach and wild fennel foam with sea lettuce. 

Gavin said: “Seeing some of the ingredients 
that you have brought back land on the table 
in front of you is very satisfying. It really 
brings home just how much we can gather 
from the land around us. 

‘We hope these trips will take off. Everyone 
is welcome to book. We have led some success¬ 
ful test excursions to see if people enjoyed it 
and the results have been really positive.”

Gap between wages 
and house prices stays 

THERE will continue to be a gap 
between rising house prices and the 
average wage, according to a recent 
study. 

According to James Davis, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Upad.co.uk, it is getting 
more and more unaffordable to get on to 
the property ladder, as potential home 
buyers need large deposits. 

In addition, many of the young first¬ 
time buyers out there have already grad¬ 
uated from university with debt of 
around £20,000, reducing their income 
further still. 

“If you put all those bits together, rent¬ 
ing is an increasingly preferred form of 
tenure rather than going into the hous¬ 
ing market,” Mr Davis explained. 

All of this means that there is now less 
of a taboo surrounding renting than 
there has been which, combined with a 
lack of adequate rental stock, means 
good news for buy-to-let investors, he 
concluded. 

Almost two-thirds of people living in 
privately rented accommodation believe 
they are unlikely to buy their own home 
in the next five years, according to mort¬ 
gage lender Kensington. 

More choice as supply 
overtakes demand 

HOUSE prices rose by three per cent in 
the first quarter of 2010, according to the 
latest figures. 

Mortgage lender Halifax claims that 
the average cost of a UK home now 
stands at £170,111. 

However, this represents a “period of 
broad stability’ for the month of June, 
which saw a seasonally-adjusted rise of 
0.1 per cent in the house prices, the 
financial group claims. 

Reacting to the news, the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors said 
that the figures back up existing evi¬ 
dence that supply is beginning to out¬ 
strip demand in the UK property mar¬ 
ket. 

Chief economist Simon Rubinsohn 
explained: “It is no bad thing the price 
picture appears to be stabilising. 

“The more important issue for the 
market is whether this is accompanied 
by a pick-up in transaction activity.” 

All this means that, at the moment, 
consumers have more choice when buy¬ 
ing a property, which Mr Rubinsohn 
believes is good news for the market.

Lending cap sparks fear 
for those starting out 


SPECULATION that the Bank of 
England could introduce mortgage 
caps restricting how much people 
could borrow has put the spotlight 
on the plight of first-time buyers. 

Some commentators pointed to new figures 
showing how few mortgages are available to 
those with a small deposit as evidence of 
lenders being more sensible. 

There are fewer than 20 mortgage deals 
allowing people to borrow 95 per cent of their 
property’s value (LTV), compared with some 
1,000 three years ago. 

George Osborne, the chancellor, has said the 
Bank is to be handed sweeping powers to curb 
City excesses and prevent another financial 
crisis.

It was widely reported this would include 
the power to restrict lending, potentially 
allowing the Bank to block consumers from 
borrowing too much. 

This could, it was suggested, include restric¬ 
tions on LTV ratios, so that people might be 
prevented from taking out a home loan for 
more than, say, 75 per cent of the property’s 
value. 

But any move to introduce a cap on lending 
in the mortgage market would be disastrous 
for the millions of borrowers who don’t have a 
25 per cent deposit, according to Hannah- 
Mercedes Skenfield at Moneysupermarket. 
com. 

Based on mortgage searches made via the 


website, up to 40 per cent of people looking for 
a home loan have a deposit of less than 25 per 
cent. 

Meanwhile, it is estimated that about 2.5m 
outstanding mortgages - approximately a 
quarter of the total - are for more than 75 per 
cent of the property’s value. 

“Our concern is that a blanket LTV restric¬ 
tion will freeze the housing market for years,” 
said Ms Skenfield. “Although LTV is a factor 
when making lending decisions, it is more 
important to factor in affordability and judge 
each application on its own merits. 

“For many young people looking to get a foot 
on the first rung of the housing ladder, a 
deposit of perhaps £25,000 is unthinkable, 
especially for those saddled with student debt, 
yet in many cases their mortgage repayments 
would be similar to the rent they are paying.”

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Triallists give Whites boss 
something to think about

FORMER Welling midfielder 
Sam Cutler could be in line 
to join Dover Athletic as 
a replacement for Sammy 
Moore, who has completed a 
move to AFC Wimbledon. 

Dover boss Martin Hayes revealed 
Cutler was one of four players he was 
seriously looking at to join the club and 
the midfielder featured in Dover’s 4-1 
pre-season friendly win at Faversham 
Town on Saturday. 

The Whites are in the market for a 
central midfielder after Moore, who 
spent two seasons at Crabble, signed 
for Conference side AFC Wimbledon at 
the weekend. 

Potential replacement Cutler, who 
has featured for Grays Athletic and 
Weymouth in the Conference, played 
45 minutes against Colchester last 
week and played a further 45 minutes 
against Faversham. Reports from his 
former club Welling, where he spent 
the back end of last season, suggest he 
is poised to join the Whites. 

Hayes said: “Sam is one of three or 
four we are seriously looking at and 


has plenty of experience at this level. 

“He has come down here to show us 
what he can do and did okay in the first 
game. Welling have said he is joining 
us, but we are only talking to him at 
the moment. We are also looking at a 
couple of wide men and strikers.” 

A host of triallists took part in the 
4-1 win at Faversham on Saturday, 
which saw Hayes field two different 
teams for each half. 

Former Bromley winger Luke I’Anson 
opened the scoring after heading in 
Adam Birchall’s cross. The Whites dou¬ 
bled their lead just before the half hour 
mark when Joe Tabiri’s driven cross 
was deflected in by Matt Latham. 

Ex-Dover player Andrew Miller pulled 
one back for Faversham just after the 
break, but Dover showed their domi¬ 
nance with a third goal from the result¬ 
ing kick-off when Jon Wallis’ comer was 
headed in at the near post by former 
Bristol Rovers striker Ben Hunt. 

The Whites wrapped up the win 
when triallists Anton Jack and Kevin 
Borrey combined with the latter scor¬ 
ing the fourth goal. Oliver Bartram, 
Mark Cornielle, Jordan Anderson, 
Jackson Ohakam and Elliot Charles all 
featured as triallists in the game.

Hythe begin warm-up 
with victory over Lydd

GOALS from Craig Thompson and Jamie 
Pickering saw Hythe Town come from behind 
in their first pre-season friendly to beat Lydd 
Town 2-1. 

With eight first-team players unavailable, 
Hythe manager Scott Porter was forced to call up 
several reserves for the short trip down the coast. 

Lydd had several ex-Hythe players in their side 
and one of them, Scott Bouvier, put the home side 
in front after just five minutes. 

Summer signings Gary Mickelborough and 
Brendon Cass both got a run-out up front for 
Town, but it was Thompson who came up with 
the equaliser with a powerful finish. Pickering 
then stmck late on to pinch a narrow victoiy. 

Hythe were in action at home to Whitstable 
Town last night and continue their preparations 
with a trip to County League side Hollands & 
Blair this Saturday. 

Town have been handed a tough start to the 
new Kent League season when it gets under way 
on August 7. Porter’s men begin away to VCD 
Athletic, who finished in the top half of the 
Ryman North last season, but were demoted due 
to problems with their home ground. 


PRINCE’S and Royal Cinque Ports had 
extra reasons to be glued to the Open 
Championship last weekend as both had 
golfers who made the cut. 

Zane Scotland, attached to Prince’s in 
Sandwich, and Steven Tiley, who plays out of 
Deal’s Royal Cinque Ports, held their own at 
St Andrews after coming through qualifying. 

Returning to the Open Championship 11 
years after his debut, Scotland ended his tour¬ 
nament with a birdie at the last hole on 
Sunday to secure himself a share of 55th place. 

Opening rounds of 70 and 74 saw 
Scotland comfortably make the cut and he 
celebrated his 28th birthday on Saturday 
with a level-par 72. A 74 on Sunday saw 
him finish the tournament on two-over-par, 
banishing the memories of his previous 
Open appearance when he missed the cut 
at Carnoustie in 1999. 

Tiley, who lives in Herne Bay, ended up 
two shots further back in a share of 68th 
place after an eventful four days. 

The 27-year-old’s first round could scarce¬ 
ly have gone better. Taking advantage of the 
rare calm conditions on the Old Course, he 
shot a bogey-free round of 66 to claim a 
share of third place on six-under-par. 

The weather took a turn for the worse in 
Friday’s second round, with play suspended 
for more than an hour due to high winds. 

Playing in the final group, Tiley had to 
finish his round on Saturday morning, 
carding a seven-over-par 79, but it was still

good enough to make the cut. Rounds of 73 
and 74 represented a respectable finish to 
give Tiley, like Scotland, hope of a strong 
second half to the season.

Cugley eyes tough 
season for Invicta 


THE magnitude of the task facing Folkestone 
Invicta this season was brought home to 
manager Neil Cugley when the Ryman 
Premier fixtures were released last Friday. 

After winning promotion via the play-offs 
last season, the Seasiders begin on August 
21 at home to Croydon Athletic, who just 
pipped them to the Ryman South title. 

The first six games also sees them play 
Aveley, Sutton United and Kingstonian, 
who all reached the play-offs last season, 
plus Tonbridge Angels and Ryman North 
champions Lowestoft Town. 

With Invicta constrained while they pay off 
their debts, Cugley is operating on a tight 
budget this season and is aware of the diffi¬ 
culties that lie ahead. 

He said: “I think seeing the fixtures make 
it seem more real. You stand there looking 
at them and even my missus said the start 
looks hard. 

‘You suddenly realise that in your first few 
games you’ve got Tonbridge, Lowestoft and 
Sutton, who I think will be in the play-offs, 
Croydon who have been bankrolled and 
Aveley were in the play-offs last year. 

“It does bring it home to you but the one 
thing I’m hoping is the players aren’t fright¬ 
ened and go in with confidence. We have 
nothing to lose and hopefully we can enjoy it.” 

Invicta began their pre-season games away 
to Faversham Town last night but the players 
had a run-out against Canterbury City on 
Saturday, winning 5-0. 

Only Micheal Everitt was unavailable for 
last night’s game against the Kent League 
champions, with the midfielder on his hon¬ 
eymoon. The club are looking into arranging 
a friendly this weekend, but nothing had 
been confirmed by the time this paper went 
to press. 

Cugley said: “It doesn’t matter too much, 
we’ve still got quite a few games coming up so 
I’m not desperate to get something sorted.”
